with deep sorrow that announce the death 
Guilliaem Aertsen, Past-President the Society, who died 
his home Germantown, Philadelphia, Tuesday, 
April 20, after illness nearly two years. Mr. Aertsen’s 
health failed during the closing days his Presidency 
the Society 1924. Late that year suffered stroke 
which confined him his home, and his weakened con- 
dition was unable recover from sudden relapse few 
days before his death.
